paraded as a sign of war olliee niisinan- 
agement.

a.s it conies from the haspitals and war 
olliee, is that a very large proportion of 
the wounds are cleaii and neat, withnnt 
being jagged or t<howin.g great criisliing 
power. Tlie liritisli forces are using 
what: is technically known as "Mark 'J" 
ammunition, laiid its effects are not un- 
like those produced by a Mauser bullet, 
wliieli is mainly employed by tlic Dutch 

allies. 

■' M'he eviileiiee is clear that the war 
has been conducted in the hnniaiie him li- 
ner proclaiiiieil by The Hague confer- 
i'lice as indi.spensable to the interosts of 
civilization, land such exceptions as are 
noted in the caaes of Knight and other 
wouiudod men of Lord Methueii's nrniy, 
only servo to prove the rule. Misuse of 
the white flag has been, however, a com- 
mon form of outrage iiimI tnjacliery on 
thcDuteh side, and there nre authentic 
casi>s of coniitcr-use of IJed (jroc;s badges 
with, what seems a llagraiit instance of 
iiihuiiiauity in tiring upon the hospitnl :it 
Lailvriinilh. 

" A war correspondent's letter pub- 
lished in to-d.iy's (Ilobe coiit.-iins the re- 
markable stalenieiit that not only de- 
sp.atches but iii.ail letters as well are sub- 
jected to military censorslrp. This 
si-eiiis in';redil)le. but it ha.s been a siiu'U- 
l,ir'f.ai-t that few dciscriptions of the 
liattli's in Natal sent by iiiiiil have cmi- 
tained critical I'onimeiits iqion the tacties 
of the staff. The fact.s about (!en. 
^Vll^te■s setback wlieii Ilic innles sl.'im- 
peded have only been given VMLrnely in 
two or tliree letters. 'J^li,. censorship is 
.►lierated on such dnislic lines thai thi' 
secret story iif I lie <'anipMigii imi.v bi> re- 
served for war eurn spondiMit.s' books." 



FRENCH PRQPHETS OF EVIL. 



Tc!I How.Transvnal Rilns-WIU .-Destroy 
British Who Escape the Boer 
Guerillas. 



-N'ew Yi>yk. Dee. 1l>.— The Taris corres- 
Ijondent of the Times sa.v.s: 

"As it becomes more and more ajipar- 
ent that the British forces on eiilur 
side of the border nre not yet large 
enough for the tasks set them, i''reucli 
sympathy for the Boers gains force and 
consistency. The I'aris papers give 
prominence to the statements of Major 
Wissman, who, according to tlie Berlin 
corre.spondcnl of the .Matin, declares tliat 
it will take years before Kngland enn 
subjugate the Transvaal, for the n-al 
ilillieulties will I'cgin with til.' guerilla 
wat'tiire vvhicli ilie Boers have decided 
upon as soon as the' Itritish forces have 
peuetnited well into the 'I'ransvaal. 

"Deiiionstratioiis in f.-ivor of the' Boers 
continue to take place in dilferi'iit |iarts 
of the country. At Valence, during a 
concert wiicn tin: national aniliem of the 
.*sonlii .Vfrieau l{ci>ulil ii; was played, ilie 
spectators, two ihous.uid iin number, 
rose to their feet ami applauded with the 
utmost enthusiasm. Crief of "Vivaut le.s 
Boers' rent the air, and the performance 
had to be repeated. Similar demonstra- 
tions have taken pliice at Marseilles and 
Bordoau.\. Allusions to tlio Boers in 
■(.'oucort halls iit Moutniartre and in 
tlie ]ioulevardi are greeted with Tudsy 
eiitliiusiafim. 

"The leading Paris papers imblish in- 
U'.rviews with M, Ijong, a Frenchman, 
and former manager of a dynamite fai- 
torv at .Moddcrfonteiii. v,-!io left llic 
Transvaal at ilie end of Dctober. 
l.oni; predicted that if the British fiu'oes 
make their way iato ilio Transvaal, they 
will never get oat of it. He says that 
the forts at l're|iiii;i are now as strong 
as those of any fortili'-d town of ICnropc. 
.lohaiincsbiirg is inipregnalile. 'I'lic 
BiR'rs, he .said, were qnile indi'iieiiileiil of 
foreigii countries, as Ihey can now make 
all the war material ami amnnition they 
reiiuire. Half their I'aniion had bi'cn 
supplied from Crensol, the total weight 
mentioned as received fcm that ipiarter 
being liflei'ii thotis.anil tuns, llie otln-r 
liajf being sent from (li'rmany. M. I.ont: 
;;aid that Ihe season of lieav.v rains was 
alirmi to begin, and lhal llie rainfall in 
1 leei'iiiber and .laiiiiary was always most 
intense and dangerous. lie eonrliided 
his remarks with the words: 'In llii- 
Transvaal ooiuitry an Knglish solilier 
drenched is an English soldier lost.' "

New York, Dec. 10.— The Ijondon cor- 
spondent of the Sun says: 
".\ collide of weeks ago. it was :in- 
iiounccd that Chief .Iii.-lice tJrcgorwski 
aud other civil otlicers of the Transvaal 
had 'arrived nt Lorenzo JIarques from 
Pretoria en route to Capetown and sug- 
gested that their mission was to sue for 
lieace at the feet of v^ueeu Victoria's 
high commissioner. 

As the war was then young aud the 
Boers had mutters military pretty much 
their own way, it seemed strange that 
Kruger Would so soon assume the role 
ot suppliant, but it now appears that 
the mission is not bound for Capcto\vii. 
but for Kurope. The members are aboard 
Nortli German Lloyd liner, and will 
liroljably bo in Paris by the end of next 
ek. They propose visiting every 
l-iaropean c-apltal with the object of in- 
teresting the powers in tlie cause of the 
.South African republics, so that when 
time comes for peace, Kngland will 
not bo permitted to impose too liard 
terms. 

".ludging liy the aroused temper in this 
ouutry and the Iniowu views of a iiia- 
joriiy of this goveruiiieiit, it may safely 
lie asserted iliat the mission is fore- 
doomed to failure, whether or not any 
power is so fooiish as to interfere. There 
however, .■ibiindant evidence to show 
that the British government will not lie 
taken by surprise if 1'" ranee should en- 
leavor to lend the Itorr- dipliuiialic iiel[) 
ind that such medi;itioii would be polite- 
ly but decisively dccliicMl. 

"In view of wh:it might happen after 
thill, the British government lias been 
lliieLly m:il<ing.;i variety of prep;iratii)ns. 
»i.' of ■v.vliich. are known to -all the 
old, liec:uise tbi'y could not be i-on- 
iled, such as the concciitratiiiu of the 
.Mediterranean aud Channel tlects and 
ilu^ commissioning ot a small siiccial 
service siiuadron. There are oilu r pre- 
iratious of whicli tlie iiewspai>.'is have 
made little -mention and whicli liave liad 
no prominence by special request of the 
government. It is a fact that arrange- 
ments liave been made for calling out 
of the ii:iv:il reserve and coast guard, 
lo man e\i ry lighting ship in the liritisli 
navy, and ihat the conimamling oiro'er^i 
of all Wiiiiiitccr regiments have been 
wanieil tlnii their men may be called to 
<-oh)rs on short notice. .Sonic of these 
commanders have in turn eonlid. ntially 
warned iln-ir siiliiinliimte olllcers, null 
so 11 good many people have gained a 
knowledge of what is going on. 

"(.'omnmnding olllcers have also been 
requested to furnish an estimate of the 
numhcr of men who are likely to volun- 
teer for tnll military service.' The Vid- 
uiitecr forces imister about two hnn- 
drod and twenty llionsami men, in ad- 
dition lo whieli there are 'believed to 
be fully a iiuarler of a million of men 
who have piiss(.id through the Voliinleei- 
ranks, .>.o-called veterans, all under -PI 
year.s of age. It is estimated th;it 17(1.- 
OOO active \"oluntei'rs and !SO,(iOll able- 
bodied veterans c(nild r'.jspond to a call 
for full military service, and they woiilii 
furnish a force hy no means to be (ie- 
spiscd. 

"Tho Gorniiiiu Emperor holds the opin- 
ion .that three montlis' training or the 
samo period of active service wouhl 
■make tlie British Volunteers the equal 
of :iny soldiers in tho world, and prob- 
ably most military experus would agree 
with him. 

"Altogether there is warrant for the 
Hlateuieut tlial if ;iiiy ]'biro|M'aii power 
should atli'iiiiit to interfere in the strug- 
gle in Soiitli .\frie:i lOiiglaiid would re- 
t^poiid liy midiiliziiig Ihe etitiro fleet and 
calling out the Volunteer forces, inival 
nnii niilif:iry. .\s an e.vperiinenl. this 
would he so deeply interesting Ihat it is 
alniosi to be lioped that needful jn-ovoca- 
lion will be given b.v somebody, so tlial 
ll.o worlil may witness the spcelacle of 
the Britisli Lion in full battle arrav."

termed a reconnaissance in force. The 
oliji ct was to ascertain tlie stren;;th of 
the position of tho Coein, wlio were 
strongly entrcnohed along the Stormberg 
range. , He left. IhJttier's,. Kraal sliortly 
after nboh ytstcrany Viifh' a '- lighting 
force of slighdy over 4,000 men. 

I,caving Molteno at 9 Inst evening, he 
made a inenior.-ibic night niareh over the 
rocks and veldt. There was no sound 
except a steady tramp, and there were 
no di-stinguishing lights, the bright moon 
liaving gone down aliout lli^iO. The 
column arrived (-^afely within a couple of 
miles of its destination, the only inci- 
dents of the march being on octaisionnl 
.sudden call of "Halt!" under the belief 
that the Boers were near. 

Suddenly a terrific fire opened simul- 
taneously on the Briiish front and right 
Hank. The Uoyal Irish lUtles, who 
formed the advance, sought shelter be-

11. v joined by tho remainder of the col- 
umn. It was soon found, however, that 
this position was also covered liy Boer 
gnus, which were more powerful than 
had been supposed. The troops there- 
fore sought a safer position about a half 
mile away, two batteripfi in tlie mean- 
time engaging the lioerf: and covering 
the troops in their withdrawal. 

The action now became general at long 
range, aud a detacliment of mounted in- 
fantry moved northward, with a view ot 
getting on the enemy's right flank. Sud- 
denly a strong commando was seen mov- 
ing from the iiorlh, and the Koyal Irish 
Rities and the Nortliumberlnnd Kegiment 
were sent nut to meet it. It was soon 
discovered, however, that tho Boers had 
iiiacliine guns well placed, and tlie Brit- 
i.-^h were compelled to face a t.-rrible lire,

WHAT WRECKED THE MAINE; 

Cleansing of Havana Harbor Said to 
Have Afforded a Clue to tho ! 
Msytcry. 

The apeeial i-orrespomh'iit of the Xew 
York World in Havana writes as fol- 
lows: 

Otllcial of tlu- United States govern- 
ment, after months of secret investiga- 
finn, liavu diseovoreil the explosive used 
in blowing up the warshi|) .Maine in Ha- 
vana harbor, on l''ebriiai-y 1."), ISDS. 

It was gnncotton. 

Seven hundred pounds of it were used. 

Tho giineottou was the iiro[ierty of 
the Spanish goveriimiMit. 

It was sent from Itarcelona, Spain, to 
Admiral .Manterolii, the admiral com- 
mandiag the port of Havana, a month 
before the (iestnietion of the .Maine. 

Six wises, containing liijO pounds of 
guiiicotton each, were .received at Ha- 
vana. 

The contents of two of the boxes, 
TOl) pounds, were either stolen from the 
niagaziin? where tlie stuff was stored or 
taken away with the knowledge of the 
ollicials in charge. 

Admiral Manternla's records will iiii- 
donhtcdly s-linw the- uiuncs of his sub- 
Drilinates who had diret-i control of the 
explosives, .'inil in that way the identity 
of the aiiihors and executioners of tlii' 
plot lo destroy tlii- .Maine may be dis- 
co\-i-reil. 

The World has ;lii- highest authority 
for these stalemc'ils. 

The gnvernnienl al Wiishinu'lon has 
been or soon will be in |iiiss,-ssina of all 
Ihc f.-icls i-el;i|ing In llic Mi-lV iliscnvcrii-S 
It will probably sulncit tin- assislanc- nl 
till- Spanish gnverniiirnt ill securiliL' ill' 
punishment of the authors of the crime 

The evideiii-e Ih.-it has come into ihi 
possessiiui of the United States olllciah 
in Havana is .siilistani hil and eonclusive 
( 'oiiiniaiiiler Liich'ii Yimii'g, U. S. X, 
capiain of ihe port of Havana, made tho 
lirsi discovery a niiinth ago. Commander 
Voung is i-leiining llie harbor, which was 
probably one of the Oithiest in the w-orld 
when the United States took control 
of the island. He says he is giving "Ha- 
\ ana a new si luuacli." 

Iji ex]iiiiring ihe buildings snrreiinding 
the harbor and formerly used b.v the 
Spanish n.ival forces, ("nnimaiider Young 
came across six i-iisi s used for shipping 
explosives. Two of Ihe eases were emp- 
ty. This ilisi-iivery. with other facts 
■\vhii-li Ihe iitlicers nf the riiin-d Slales 
secret service have learned, cnnlii-ms the 
deelai-alinns made by Capl. Sigsbee. in 
cnmniaiii! of llic Maine, when she was 
blown up. and Capl. Stevens, of Ihe 
W.inl ."sieaiijsliiii < '•iiii|iaii\'. lliat Ihe 
.Maine was binwii up friilii the outside. 

.Newl.v discfiver<'il i-viilence fnrllier 
shows that the destnict inn of Ihe .Maine 
w.'is accomplished hy the use of torpi- 
ilues charged wilh giiiicnl Ion and ex- 
ploded by i-niitacl with the keel of llie 
wai-ship. 

Two or three men were engaged in 
the ilcslriictioii of the .Maine. .V steam 
launch of Spanish make, and now used 
by Ihe L'iiite<l States governniont in 
Havana harbor, cohvcvod the two tor- 
pedoes, according to the new ovidem-e, 
to a point witliSn a few feet of the berth 
of the .Maine, and anchored thorn. The 
torpe<loi.'s were kept in position by means 
of buoys tlonteil eleven feet under water 
and ten feel above the anchors used to 
prevent tiiem frnm ln-iiig sweiit away. 

The .Mjiine was ilrawiiig fnurlccn feet 
of water at her anchorage. TVstimoiiy 
before the board of ini|iiiry a|ipoimed hy 
the United Stales showed that the exi 
sion which destroped In-r struck her sl.-ir- 
board' bottom |)hites three feet above 
her bottom lines. 

The conclusion reached by the ollicials 
who reccnily have been in vest iga t ing lln- 
i-aiise of Ihe ilesi riieiiiin of ihe .Maine 
is that the men who iilanleil Ihe torpe- 
does i-nnlainilig guiicntlon hail made .-i 
c.-irefnl study of the Maine's anchorage, 
and the changing eiinilitinns of the tide, 
jilanting the giiiiciillnn so as to obviate 
the necessity for ex|)loiiing the torifeiIm'> 
by means of an eleelrie wire. 

ll wa< sUL;i.'esleil liefore the hoard of 
iminiry Ih.-il lorpedocs charged with gun 
cntion iniL'-ht have lieeii used in destmy 
ing lliB warship, but in the published re 
port of the cvideiico taken by the hnanl 
nn reference was made to it. 

Fxi^erts wiho explored the wreck of the 
.Maine could find no traces 6f the ma- 
rine mine or of electfic wires in the bar 

linr. 

.Now evidence -whdch tho government 
has secured shows that the gun-cotton 
torpedoes were anchored at ebb tide on 
the slarhoaril side of the Maine and 
^^illlin a few feet of the shii)'s bottom 
Iilate. The Maine was anchored with 
iier nnse iiointing tiiw-arii Havana. The 
action of the tiili' swung her steriv in 
towtird the soutJiorn oiul of Ihe harbor 
and her bow towjinl the west and norlh- 
west in the iVirecIion of Ihe .Mnrro. 

Capt. Sigsbee, in his olllcial report, 
said: 

"Cn the night nf Ihe e.>;iilosion Ihe 
Maine was heading low.-ird the norlli- 
warii and westward in the general direc- 
tion of Macliina and the admiral's pal- 
ace. Stated simply, as a fad, the Maine 
was lying in the insition in -which she 
had been swung to open her batteries on 
Ihe shore fortilicaliniis. If .-in expert 
h.'i'l bi'i-n cli.'irged with mining Ihe 
.Maine's iiKioring hi-rlh ])nri-ly as a mat- 
ter of harlinr defence and having only 
one mine avaiiable, il is believed he 
would have i)liictHl il under the position 
that lln- .M.-iine occnpieil I'hat night." 

That is ],recisely what the men who 
placed the gunciitton torpedoes under 
the Maine did, .'iccording to the conchi- 
siniis draw 11 by Ihc ollicials of the United 
Slates from the now evidouco discoT- 
ered. The |iliites of -the Maine coming 
in contact with the torpedoes, ■were on 
the starboard quarter or that section 
from the centre of the ship which would 
have been designiiti-il at Ihe northwest. 

The torpt-iloes were placed al Ihe spol 
where dipt. Sigshei- says a mine would 
have been i>laceil. The .Maine, swinging 
aroiiml in the action of rlie tide so that 
her nose jioiiitcd I o I he northwest, slrin-k 
Ihe caps atlachi-il to the lloaliiig buoys 
ami exploiled the giiiicolton in the Inr- 

Tlie force of Ihe exiilosiou undonhledly 
ileslrnycil llie loriieilnes and siibinergeil 
buoys, while lln- anclmrs used lo iiie- 
vent lln- Inrpcdn.'S anil bunys frnm llnat- 
ing awav wer.' nniliscnvered in Ihe mass 
of debris of Ihc :\laii!" ilselr.
